Vhioh nrt dtte tut tlis lawyers 4att derive 
any nourishment, and which has been, in- 
vlisputahly shown has done so much. to re- 
tard the advancement of the Cardrona dis- 
trict, both in a social and a material sense. 
The final recommendation of the Gold- 
fields Committee, which considered the 
(case, recommended one of two eoiU'Lca to 
the Government : -either to pay the award 
originally adjudged to the .agricultural 
lessee, or to take stops to have the award 
Set aside, and ft fresh arbitration entered 
Upon. The Government, through the 
Secretary for the Gold-fields, Mr Bastings, 
announced that they would take the latter 
alternative, as they Considered tile amount 
of the award ridiculously excessive, — -a 
conclusion in which all sensible men who 
Understand the case most heartily Con- 
curred. Witli this promise, of coarse, 
(every one was satisfied ; and those inte- 
rested began to look forward to a Speedy 
Settlement of the difficulty,— and that more 
especially as the present Secretary for 
Gold-fields is a man who gets credit for 
not only doing a good deal of work for 
the gold-fields, but doing it promptly and 
well. We have waited patiently for thfe 
last few weeks, thinking surely, when the 
rush of business following the conclusion 
'of theCouncil session is over, we should hear 
of the Cardrona case being settled. But 
although as yet there is no sign of that 
happy consummation, we have every con- 
fidence that the matter has not been for- 
gotten ; and that the necessity of doing 
Something in it has only to be brought 
once more under the notice of the Govern- 
ment, to insure its speedy and final settle- 
ment. We sincerely trust that such will 
be the case, for we are Convinced that this 
Unfortunate dispute has tended very largely 
to delay the .legitimate extension of the 
Cardrona gold field.

THE BLOCK IX. QUESTION; 



So many dtfferenooa of opinion Rave arisen 
Rnd been expressed as to the proper method 
•of dealing with the occupants of Block IX., 
that we deem it oar duty 'to give a short 
summary of the facta of the case. It is more 
especially our duty at the present time be- 
'cause of the action taken by the Mayor and 
'Councillors in memorialising his Honor tho 
Superintendent, as maybe seen in another 
column, to reduce Melm ore Terrace to a uni' 
form width of fifty-seven feet from the Bridge 
to Achil-street, in order to give those persons 
who are occupying any portion «f Block IX>, 
— or rather of the street opposite to Block 
IX., — a proper title to the ground so occtt 
'pied. In the meantime we shall make no 
*remarkB as to the policy or impolicy of lessen- 
ing the width of the main street for such a 
^purpose. The subject is one which has often 
'cropped up at eledtion times, when all kinds 
*of promises have been made, and all sorts of 
pilaus have been suggested for its settlement. 
But this is the first occasion on which the 
'Council has fairly attempted to deal with it 
'with a view to its final settlement : whether 
'rightly or wrongly is a 'question on which, we 
think, some opinion should be expressed by 
the people interested in it, — that is, by all 
the citizens of the town, but more especially 
by those possessing freehold property on the 
Northern side of "Melmore-street. For we 
■are convinced that no favourable answer will 
be received to the prayer of the memorial till 
isome indication of the feeling of the citizens 
■is received by his Honor the Superintendent. 

Those in favour of the proposed alteration 
In Block IX. go upon the principle, we pre- 
sume, that it is better to lessen the width of 
the street in order to make tho township 
snore compact, and also to avoid the risk of 
causing pecuniary loss to those who have 
ulready erected buildings upon the ground ; 
while those opposed to any alteration are so 
Upon the ground that the purchasers of free- 
hold property on the Northern side of Mel- 
"more Terrace brought on the faith that the 
land in front of them would for ever remain 
•open, and, further, that no consideration is 
required for the interests of those now owners 
•of buildings upon the street, because they 
built knowing the risk they ran, and there- 
fore were prepared to take the consequences. 
Before adopting either of these conclusions, it 
is desirable that some of the facts of the case 
■should be known. It will be seen that cer- 
tain vested rights must be considered in 
dealing with the mattci , so far, at least, as 
the Council is concerned. 

The first encroachment upon what is now 
■known as Block IX. but what really is the 
main street, was made by Mr It. Dagg, in tlie 
•erection of a stable opposite his hotel, — 
whether with the permission of the Council or 
not we cannot say, but we believe it was. That 
Was some time in 18G9. On the 6th Decem- 
ber of the same year, the Council grauted 
Messrs Brown and Heron permission to oc- 
cupy a site above that of Mr Dagg ; on the 
3rd of January, 1870, they granted 100 feet 
frontage tc Mr Robert Kidd ; un the 10th 
•of the same month they granted sites to 
Mr W. Grant and Dr Corse ; and on the 18th 
■of the same month they received Mr Weaver’s 
■application in such a way as would lead us 
•clearly to infer they meant to grant it if certain 
•conditions were complied with. After this 
•date, finding, we suppose, that it was not 
altogether profitable to keep on granting sites 
for nothing, the Council applied to his Honor 
to endow the municipality with the Reserve, 
with the view,” to use the then Town- 
clerk’s words, of the Corporation improv- 
ing and embellishing the appearance of the 
town, in laying it out as a plantation, or 
•otherwise as they may think advisable,” it 
being, “in its present state, a great eyesore, 
■<Sc., Ac.,” — the writer of the letter evidently 
not being aware that he was applying, as 
before stated, for a portion of the main road, 
and not a reserve at all. To make confusion 
Worse confounded, the Government granted 
What really was a reserve, stipulating very 
Unnecessarily that no buildings of any kind 
should be erected Upon it, but that it should 
be held sacred to the purposes of recreation. 
Since then— April, 1870— the Government 
have not been communicated with, and the 
evil has steadily been growing larger, no 
Council apparently being willing to meet the 
difficulty, till we have arrived at the present 
pass. A large number of buildings are now 
erected nn the main road, and their numbers 
tire steadily increasing from time to time. The 
tiwners have evidently some claim upon the 
consideration of the Town Council, and there- 
fore upon the citizens. ' And now comes the 
question : Is their claim such as to demand the 
assistance of the Council in cutting off nearly 
half the width of the main road in order to 
enable them to secure Crown Grants to the 
portions hitherto occupied by them ? That 
they have a claim, and that a very strong 
one, no one will, we think, attempt to deny ■ 



but we also think the Council should try to 
get an expression of public feeling from tho 
citizens on this subject. If it is in favour of 
the view adopted by the Council, their memo- 
rial will almost certainly be favourably an- 
swered:; if not, perhaps some compromise 
might he suggested which would meet all the 
wishes of the occupiers of the so-called 
Block IX.

The following is a copy of a memorial sent 
by to-day’s mail from the Mayor and Corpo- 
ration to his Honor the Superintendent : — 

To his Honor the Superintendent of the Pro- 
Vince of Otago. 

The Memorial of the Mayor and Corporation 
of the Town of Cromwell, 

Humbly sheweth l 

1. That the street known as Melmore Terrace 
has for some years been encroached upon hy tho 
builders on sections on the South side thereof, 
and also bv the persons who have erected houses 
on block IX., Cromwell. 

2. That your memorialists have given the 
matter their earnest consideration, and they ap- 
prove of tho following plan of dealing with the 
matter, as that which appears most desirable 
under the circumstances. 

1st, That Melmore Terrace be reduced from 
the Cromwell Bridge to Kfris-street to a 
uniform width of fifty-seven (57) feet. 

2nd, That the present North and North-East 
lino of Melmore Terrace remain undisturbed. 

3rd. That the land withdrawn from Melmore 
Terrace on the South side, and opposite 
block IX., be added to the said block. 

4th. That block IX,, with tha proposed addi- 
tion thereto, be handed over to the Corpora- 
tion as a reserve for purposes of revenue, or 
otherwise be subdivided into sections and 
Sold. 

Yonr memorialists therefore de ire that your 
Honor will be pleased to give effect to their 
wishes in this matter ; and they, as in duty 
bound, will ever pray, &c.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 



(from our own correspondent.) 

September 13, 1873. 

As I have no news of importance to chro- 
nicle this week, a slight resumd of tho state 
of tho claims hero will not, I hope, be with- 
out interest. The mode of working is en- 
tirely confined to ground-sluicing, for the 
reason that the gold is distributed in different 
strata through the gravel, and a larger quan- 
tity of auriferous dirt can thus he washed 
than by any other means. There is no donbt, 
however, that as the ground gets worked fur- 
ther from the river, thereby losing fall, — 
which is the twin-brother of water in success- 
ful sluicing, —tunnelling will be resorted to 
as a more advantageous means of working the 
deeper layers. There are also several deep 
runs of ground,— old courses of the river,- 
which have been partly worked and aban- 
doned years ago, which there is little doubt 
will pay well for tunnelling in a systematic 
manner. The great drawback is of course 
tlic scarcity of timber. 

Mr T. Wilson is cutting a tail-race through 
worked ground on Gee’s fiat, which has 
already been in hand a long time (I believe 
more than two years), and is not nearly “ in” 
yet ; but I believe he lias no doubt of getting 
well remunerated. It is intended for the top 
layers, but will also prospect an old river- 
comsc which runs through the flat, and in 
which some very good patches were discovered 
several years ago. Redhead and M‘Minn 
have not yet commenced diverting the road off 
the ground they intend working this season. 
This is a heavy undertaking for the narrow ' 
strip of ground that is gained, — in some 
places not so wide as the new road they have ' 
to make, which, I suppose to encourage en- 1 
terpriso, has to be formed ten feet wider than 
any other portion of the road. Hansen and 
Hughes have washed up lately witli a rather 
Unsatisfactory result, which is partly to he 
accounted for hy the bad state of repair into 
which the race (late Kitchinghatn and party’s) 
has fallen. A, Olsen is tearing away any 
amount of ground into his new sluice, with 
what result is not known ; hut it is to be 
hoped that his pluck and enterprise in this 
I heavy undertaking will he well rewarded; and 
if so, there will be plenty of ground on each 
side of him. Mention of other prosperous

The Bill had been drawn by .an emi- 
nent lawyer. (Mr Gillies interjected that he 
had not laughed at the Bill, but at it.s advo- 
cate.) It was all very well for Mr Pyke to 
oppose tlie Bill, He was a now broom, and 
wanted to sweep clean, but all knew he was 
working to be Minister of Minos. The Bill 
had been prepared with care, and Mr Pyke 
need not expect a seven-days’ member to be 
considered an authority on the wants of his 
constituency. Part of the Bill was similar 
to the Victorian law, and there were bettor 
lawyers in Victoria than in Auckland. The 
reason why Mr White wanted the Bill post- 
poned was because he felt he was only fit for 
a delegate, and had not ability to look after 
his constituents’ wants himself. It was dis- 
gracefnl that the House should have tried for 
five years unsuccessfully to pass a good mea- 
sure, and when one was brought in to reject 
it. — Mr Pyke said Mr Shepherd’s constitu- 
ents did not want tlie Bill. Mr Shepherd 
was not a new broom on the Dunstan, where 
the people knew him too well. It was enough 
for him to have anything to do with a Bill for 
them to dislike it. Even if the Bill were a 
good one, there was no chance of passing it 
under the care of Mr Shepherd, for tlie 
House had no sympathy with him. — Mr 
White said neither he nor the House paid 
much attention to what Mr Shepherd said. 

Mr Shepherd reminded him of the Tichborne 
Claimant. He claimed to be the Gold-fields’ 
father, and to have a superior intellect, but 
no one else admitted it. He saw by tlie Bill 
that a Mining Registrar was to be appointed. 

Was that why Mr Shepherd supported the 
Bill 1 Had he received pay for preparing the 
Bill ? He came to the House as a bleeding 
patriot of tlie miners, but be had no influence 
except with the Minister of Justice. That 
made him think tlie Minister had a vacancy 
in tlie upper regions. — Mr Vogel and Mr 
Macandrew denied that Mr Shepherd had 
received payment for preparing the Bill. — 

After further discussion, it was discharged 
from the Order Taper. 

Mr Macandrew lias introduced a Bill, set- 
ting aside laud in Otago as a special security 
under the Provincial Loans Act.

Reading an account of an entertainment is 
not unlike listening to an old miner or colo- 
nist giving a recital of his experiences in tlie 
ship he came out in. Generally speaking, 
people have become so familiar with such 
narratives, that tlmy not ilnfreqnently peruse 
or listen to them with an air of listlessdess or 
resignation. But, if these lines prove dull 
and uninteresting, the same cannot be said of 
the evening’s amusement of which this is a 
description ; for the pleasilre-soeking folks 
who mustered so strongly on Friday night 
last at the Schoolroom, were liberally com- 
pensated for their visit there, The attrac- 
tion which drew so many together was apiece 
written by Mr Richard J, Gee, an “ Original 
Monologue Entertainment," entitled the 
11 Sovon Ages of Man,” The performance 
was one of an unusual kind for this district ; 
unusual, ill tlie fact of an audience being 
agreeably entertained throughout the course 
of the whole of an evening by the unaided 
efforts of a single performer. To beguile 
one’s hearers for such a length of time, and 
to keep them in a constant state of good 
spirits and merriment, must not only be all 
arduous task for any actor to accomplish, but. 
plainly attests that lie possesses considerable 
powers of pleasing, and sufficient vigour and 
address to exercise them effectively. Taking 
his cue from the melancholy Jacques, but 
displaying a thorough originality in the con- 
ception of the characters, Mr Gee depicted 
the different stages of life from infancy to 
second childhood in an exceedingly clever 
and commendable manner. With the ex- 
ception of the plaintive story of “Poor Tattle 
■lean,” which was given with touching effect, 
but little of the pathetic or sentimental was 
introduced, yet many a time during tlie even- 
ing scarcely a dry eye was to be seen amongst 
the audience. As a versatile humourist, Mr, 
Gee was so irresistibly droll in holding the! 
mirror up to nature, that the risible faculties j 
of those present were provoked and protracted ! 
to that stage in which tears and laughter com- \ 
mingle. For tho better delineation of the 
diflerent parts he bad to sustain, a number 
of songs were interspersed throughout the , 
performance. _ They were chosen with a well- ! 
arranged consistency, so that the audiencehad ■ 
to draw but little on their imagination for a 
complete apprehension of the characters the!
